EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1,3-7,9-16, renumbered 1-11 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claims 1 and 10, the closest prior art, Heiman et al. 
(Heiman) discloses a power savings arrangement wherein a mobile radio is instructed 
to enter a power-savings mode after a period of no message traffic such that the radio 
automatically reverts to normal powered operation when a radio signal is received (See 
col. 3, lines 41-50 and col. 12, lines 22-47 and col. 13,lines 9-14). However, the instant 
application describes, inter alia, providing a plurality of status bits to indicate whether or 
not a RF module is attached to said computer and is activated and exiting said power- 
savings mode only if said RF module is attached to said computer and is activated. 
Hence, the above limitations in combination with all the recited limitations of claims 1 
and 10 are not found or made obvious by Heiman and the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
